PxaHecrcas divers Proclamations have beene publiſhed as well by Our 


latedeare Father King Iamcs of bleſſed memozie, as by Curſelfe, (0 

authozize the vſe of ſuch Farthing Tokens as were made by au- 

thozity of Dur ſaid Father oz Our lelfe, and to reſtraine the bſe of all 

others, with ſtraight p:ohtbittons , that ſuch as were anthozizsed, 

(ould neither bee connterfeited, no2 being connterfeited, ſhould bee 

|| paidas Farihing Tokens betweene man and man; Fozas much as 

notwithſtauding the care taken Herein, great quantities of connterfeie 

Farthing Zoiens haue beene made #bented, both tn England andIrcland, to the contempt of Our 

Royall authozity,and to the decett of our pcople of both Realmes ; We do thercfoze again publiſh 

and declare, That it isour pleaſure, that no Farthing Tokens ſhall be patd, o2 receiued, 02 bein 

ble amongſt Dur ſubiects of Dur Realines of EnglandF Ireland, but ſuch as heretofoze hane beene 

made, o2 hereafter (hall be made fo2 Dur ſaid Real:nes, by the authozity of Our late Royall Fa- 

ther oz Qur ſelfe : And thatif any of them ſhall cither bee counterfeited, 02 any counterfeit To- 

kens, o02any Copper pteces madefoz the vis of Dur Realme of Scocland,oz any fozraine parts,ſhall 

bee vented 02 vſed, thatin all ſuch caſes, allperſons willingly , oz knowingly offending therein, 

ſhallbe pzoceeded againſt acco2dingto Our Lawes.and as tranſgrefſours of Our authozity and 

Royall Pzerogative, And Whereas by the abuſe of ſome particular perſons ( whole onely aime 

isto make apztvate gaine and pzofit tothemlelues) Qur people in many parts of this Kingdom, 

and eſpecially pooze labourers, wholeneceſlities enfozce them to take their hire in any money,are 

compelled many times to take all oz moſt part of their wages in Farthings, from ſuch as buy 

great quantities at low rates, and make a commodity thereby : hich abuſe, as it hath beene a 

great burden, and grienance to Our people in many parts of this Realme, ſo it isfo be fearedit 

will hereafter turne to the great diladuantage pf Dux Patentees, if it benotremediedby atimely 
refo2 mation. 701 24 
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wee therekoze Willing to prenent and meet with ſuch growing enils and inconneniences, 
otraſioned by fozcing vpon Our luvticcts the ſaid Farthing Tokens, Which being rightly 
vſed, are of themſclues very neceſſary, and are made chiefly fo2 the reliefe of the pooze, and to 
bee vented and vſed onely foz exchangingin ſmallſummes, butnot fo beeput vpon any againſt 
their wills in great payments o2 otherwiſe, DoeHereby declare that it 1s Vtterly vnlawtull 
and contrary to Our m:aning, That any Farthing EZokens ſhould be hereafter enfozced vpon 
any pooze Labourers, 130zkeimen, oz other perſons Whatlocuer, againſt their wills: And to 
the end thatſuch Farth:ng Tokens which hereafter hall be made by Our anthozity, may be 
the better knowne and Uftinguthed from (1c!) as are counterfeit, we ane directed Our right 
traſty x welboioucy, Henry, TLozm Marrazers, and £11 Francis Cranc Kntght, Chancelloz of the moſt 
Noble Ozder of the Garter (Who Have viderUs thecare and manacinget that buſineſſe) to 
cauſe the ſaid Farihing Tokens to be made With ſuch a diſtinction of 252aſſe, as Will reavily 
inake them knowne ſromall oihers, and thereby free Our people from being any longer decet- 
ned; Wiiich Farthing Tokens fs n:ade We doe Hereby autho2t3e to paſſe betweene man and 
man, within Our Realmes of Enz1and and lrcland and Dannuiton of \Vales foz the value of Far- 
things,to be vſed onely fo2 cxchange in ſmall famms, foz the caſe and connentence of Onr ſaid 
Subtects that ſhall bc willing ts accept the lame, 

Andit is ikewile Our pleaſure, That the fatd Farting Tokens, andall other Farthing 
Lokens fozmerly tnade by authozity from Cis,02 Dur late Father, of Copper onely, Which are 
in vſc and paſſe betweene man and man amongſt Our Subitects , within Our Realmes of 
Eogland And Ircland, (hall from ttme to time be rechanged into the currant Woneys and Coynes 
of Durſatd Kingdomes, fo: theeaſe of Our people that ſhall require ſuch rechange. 

And we doe hereby ſtraitly charge and command all Qur Subiects to take notice of the ſaid 
alteration of the Farthing Tokens andof this Our Care foz the rechange; which Dur will 
is ſhould bee ſo guided and gouerned , that men who ſhall reccine the ſaid Tokensin the vſe of 
ryeir Trades maynot be put to loſle thereby, no2 yet any be encouraged vnder hope of the fame, 
to get into their hands greater p20poztion of the ſaid Farthing Tokens then may well ferue foz 
their neceſTary vſe and occaſions. 

And wee doe hereby farther authozize and require all Onr Judges, Juſtices, andBarons 
of Dur Erchequers of Dur ſaid Real:nes of England and Ircland, and all Juſtices of Peace, 
Maio:s, Sheriffes, Bayliffes, Conſtables, Headbozoughes, and other Dur Officers and Pint- 
ſters of Our ſaid Realmes, that they andencry of chem be from ttme to time fnarthering,ayding 
and aſſiſting in the due accompliſhment and execution of Our Royall will and commandement 
herein declared,
